It were ſaper- 
fluous to ſay any thing of thoſe Inflamma- 
tions that attend Dyſenteries and Conſump- 
tions in their laſt Stages, becauſe they, as 


well as the Diſorders themſelves, are in-

The Blood Clobules in a ſound State are 
incapable of entering into the Veſſels of the

Such ee, Dinas ought to be 


treated with Bleeding and Purging; with 


| Anodynes and balſamic Fomentations, till 


the Pain abates and the Humour thickens. 


This Rule, however, with reſpect to Bleed- 


ing muſt not be looked upon. as invariable. 
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The Pulſe vibrating upon preſſure, the 
Blood coated with a tenacious Buff (for it 
is ſometimes rather gelatinous and rotten) 
manifeſt a conſiderable Inflammation and a 
ſtrong Coherence of the Globules. In ſuch 
Circumſtances, the repetition of Bleeding is 
neceſſary. And here by the way it may not 
be amiſs to obſerve that Inflammations with 
ſach a Coherence of the Globules bid 
faireſt for a Solution. But if the Blood, 
(notwithſtanding the Pain has raged and 
the Inflammation has prevailed) ſhould ap- 
pear florid and looſe, and inſtead of a te- 
nacious Buff, be covered with à greeniſh 
Film; if the Pulſe, after the firſt or ſecond 
Bleeding ſhould flag confiderably, it were 


more expedient to procure the Patient eaſe 


by gentle Opiates, and the Indulgence of a

ſoft balſamic Diet; ſuffering him to enjoy the 


Benefit of mild Air; to apply Lenients exter- 


nally; to inject Clyſters before or at the

ſuggeſted, in order to derive, if poſſible, 
the offending Humour to the common out- 
let of the Body. Emulſions may be drank 
at pleaſure, and Eaſe and Abſtinence enjoin- 
ed; but not too rigidly the latter. F or 
whatever irritates the Circulation, as Heat, or 
renders the Juices ſharp as too abſtemious a 
Diet, will increaſe the Diſcharge and ag- 
gravate the Aſperigy. Whatever incraſſates,

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I the Diſcharge be very acrid, fretting 


off the Hair from the Eyelids, and keeping 
the Parts raw and inflamed, it may be di- 
verted by perpetual Bliſters, or Seatons. An 


Iflue made at the Junction of the Coronal 


with the ſagittal Suture is perhaps preferable 


to either. The Ancients ſhaved the Head, 
made ſeveral Inciſions on the Scalp behind 


the Ears, on the Vertex and Occiput. The 
Wounds were kept diſtended with Lint, and 
ſuffered to diſcharge freely. They applied 


the Cautery, and even procured an Exfolia- 
tion of the Cranium. They fancied the 


Veſſels conveying the Humour were blocked 
and dried up by ſuch Expedients. They 
had not, however, immediate recourſe to 
the ſeverity of the Cauſtic and inciſion Knife. 
They had Medicines celebrated for their 
Efficacy to ſuſpend the Courſe of the Pituita; 


a Compoſition of Flour, the Whites of Eggs 
and Saffron, was applied to the Temples, 


in order to compreſs the Veſſels and inter- 


cept the Flux. The Cicuia had its influ- | 


ence in thoſe early Ages, and gained admiſ- 
ſion among their Applications. 


If after the Adheſion of thoſe Applicati- 
ons, the Eyes began to dry, they were ſatiſ-

. fied the Diſcharge proceeded from the exter- 
nal. Veſſels. If. the Defluxion continued, 

they ſuſpected the internal Veſſels furniſhed 
it, and then their Practice was to Cauterize. 
If the temporal Arteries were not naturally 
diſtended, a Ligature was made round the 
Neck, whereby the Veins became turgid and 
viſible for the Operation. If Pain by To- 
picks was: excited, they were that moment 
laid aſide, and they flew to Lenients and 
Anodynes. A Linen Rag dipped i in Water, 
if the Impetus were gentle, in Poſea, if 
violent, was confined by Night over the 
Eyes with a Bandage, and ngpiſtened occaſi- 

onally. However abſurd thoſe Methods may 
ſeem, Anatomy ſheweth, that the Tunica 
Conjunctiva is ſupplied externally from the 
temporal Arterics, and internally from the 


Maxillary. 


It is neceſſary on theſe Occaſions, while 
the Patient is in Bed, to raiſe a Sweat by 
bathing the Head, or by frequent Draughts 
of an Infuſion of, no contemptible Medi- 
eine, Saſſafras. Whatever obſtructs Per- 
ſpiration will increaſe the Acrimony, and 
perpetuate the Diſcharge. Thus Sandtorius 
obſerves, that | the Eyes will be ſtiff and pain-

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ful, if the Body perſpired not freely the pre- 
ceding Night. Thus, mid-night Watchings 


drown the Eyes in Rheum; immoderate 


Labour and Venery by oyerheating and oyer⸗ 
cooling, diminiſh the Sight; a Debauch 
manifeſts itſelf by Pain and Redneſs till Di- 
geſtion is completed by Perſpiration. The 
Hippocratic Diſciples ſeemed ſenſible of this 
by their repeated Injunctions to bathe with 
warm Water, to rub the Extremities; tao 
uſe a plentiful and generous Diet, to en- 


courage Reſt, to prevent Indigeſtion, each 


of which tends to promote Perſpiration, 


and render the Juices leſs acrid. Their 


Caution, however, to forbear Wine. and 
bathing if the Pain were thereby brought 
back, is no leſs intereſting, as 4 greater 


Load of Humours muſt be eee | 


when the perſpirable Matter is detained, 


Sometimes when, either by reaſon lof. 
the Climate, or ſome Fault in the Conſtitu- 


tion, the Pain cannot be appeaſed, nor the

Reſidue of the Inflammation and prevent a 
freſh Impetus by Corroborants. If the Diſ-

inveterate Inflammations an extenuating Diet 
was improper, ſo. particularly, when the 
Defluxion flowed copiouſly and with Acri- 


mony, their Confidence and Expectation were 
placed in whatever ſtrengthened the Body. 


Lieutenant H---e, of the late General 
Grawford's Regiment of light Infantry, of a 
delicate Texture of Body, which had been 

K further enetvated by Bleedings and other 

3 FEvacuations, was ſeized in Auguſt 1760, 

J with a violent Inflammation of the Eyes, at- 

tended with a Defluxion ſo acrid as to exco- 
riate the Parts on which it fell. An acute 
Pain, darting now and then ſuddenly through 
the Head, almoſt deprived him of his Senſes. 
Every Morning he was diſſolved in Sweats; 
he had Anxiety and Palpitations; his Pulſe 
was low and quick; his Fleſh pale and flab- 
by; his Urine limpid; his Eyes refuſed all 

Light. An Attempt to raiſe the Lids was 

almoſt impracticable; if they were raiſed,

the Pain by the Admiſſion of Light, was 


intolerable. 


This being a Diſeaſe of the lax Fibre, ac- 
companied with great Acrimony of the Hu- 
mours, he was ordered out of the Sulphu- 
reous Atmoſphere of his Chamber to which 
he had been too ſtrictly confined, and the 
cold Air was ſuffered to blow upon him. 
Meat of eaſy Digeſtion was allowed for his 
Food, for his Drink Port Wine and Water. 
He forbore thin Diluents in Quantities,” and 
large Evacuations of all kinds. His Medi- 
cines were Pulu. Cort. Peruv. 2 i. Valer. gt. v. 
every Six or Eight Hours in Tinct. Roſarum; 
and at Night Syrup e Meconio. Coſtive- 
neſs was prevented by Salts and Manna; 
a Bliſter was applied to the Neck. It was 
Summer, and no Fire was permittet. 


Scarce had he entered upon this Proceſs 
when the good Effects were viſible. The 
Circulation, by the coercive Force of the 
Solids, now ſtrengthened by this Regimen, 
was prevented from ſtraying any longer into 


the ſerous Arteries, and the Tunica Conjunc- 


tiva began ſoon to recover its natural

Sometimes this Diſorder will aſſume the 


Face of an Intermittent, and the Pain will 
rage more ſeverely at one Time than ano- 


ther, which, when it happens, demands a 


: Regimen altogether different, adapted both to 


the Temper of the Body, and the Conſtitution 
of the Air; which Confideration will often 
ſuggeſt the method of Cure. Thus, ſome- 
times Intermittents ſuddenly ſucceed Evacu- 
ations, but the Periods ought to be regular 
before the Bark either in Subſtance or De- 
coction be adminiſtered. While the Parox- 


iſms are dubious, a Saline Mixture with 


Tinftura Corticis is ſafe and expedient. Sir 
Hans Shan gave the Bark, not only in thoſe 
Circumſtances, but whenever the Inflam- 
mation was inveterate; doubtleſs on the 


ſame Principles that the Ancients recom- 


mended Wine, and ſuch things as invigo- 
rate the Body.

Mr. — Aged Forty, a a lean an 


Habit, was in March 1762, ſeized. with a 
pricking Pain in each Eye. This was ſoon 


followed by a violent Inflammation and great 


Heat in his Head, The Pulſe vibrated

upon preſſure. Blood was immediately 
drawn to Ten or Twelve Ounces, which 
was buffy. One Ounce of Lenetive Elec- 
tuary diſſolved in Two Ounces of the Infu- 
ſion of Senna, was taken as a Cathartic. 
He was confined to his Bed, and drank 
plentifully of Whey turned with Tamarinds 
and Cream of Tartar. The Pain, how- 

ever, ftill continuing, Bleeding and Purging 
were, after two Days, repeated ; and One 
Ounce of Diacodium was taken at Night 
as an Anodyne. The Head was ſhaved, 
and together with the Eyes, fomented with 
a Decoction of Poppy Heads; white Bread 

and Milk was the Topical Application. 
The Pulſe began to ſubſide, but the Pain 
however, returned now and then with vio- 
lence. As a Defluxion ran copioufly down 
his Cheeks, a Bliſter was applied to the 
Neck.

Gamigitines, when the 1 has 
continued inveterate, when the Acrimony has 
yielded ſlowly to Diet and Medicine, the Parts 
are relaxed, and the gummy Diſcharge offends 
and becomes a ſeparate Diſorder by its co- 
piouſneſs. Turn up the Eye-lids, you diſ- 
cover the internal Parts red and hery, a 
thick Matter diſtils upon the Cheeks. Such 
Diſcharge and a Ceſſation of Pain, diſcover 
that the State of Inflammation is over; and 
it mild Purgatives leſſen not the Flux, an 
aſtringent Fotus from an Infuſion of red Roſe 
Leaves and Port Wine, or a Collyrium of 
white Vitriol, or the Coagulum Aluminoſunz 
ſhould be employed, by which the relaxed 
Parts are braced up and the Diſcharge re- 
ſtrained. For the Diſſorder being now per- 
haps merely local, will be more relieved by 
ſuch Applications than by any Medicine 
adminiſtered to the Conſtitution; though - 
in the beginning of the Inflammation, all 
but gentle Collyria ſhould be forborn, as 
they rather exaſperate than mitigate the Diſ- 
order.

From this it is eaſy 
to demonſtrate how Wine, Brandy, Vine- 
car and Vitriol prove ſerviceable Applicati- 
ons in obſtinate Inflammations. 


Calomel, or rather Turpeth, which is pre- 
ferable (for Adults at leaſt) to other Mer- 
curials, a Decoction of Guaiacum, Antimony, 
Fithieps, and oftentimes the Bark prove

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highly uſeful when the Inflammation is 
inveterate, and proceeds from the Pox and 
Scrophula ; which Diſeaſes, though proper 
to be claſſed with thoſe from Relaxation, 
have, however, an Idioſyncraſy of the Juices, 
which demands a ſeparate or independent 
Management. For the Cauſe of ſuch Inflam- 
mations is not to be deduced from a laxity 
or ſtricture of the Fibres; but an Acrimony, 
ſui generis, which abrades the Veſſels and 
occaſions Inflammations, as it corrodes the 
fleſhy Parts, and produces Excreſcencies, 
Phagedenec Ulcers and cancerous Indurations. 
For if the Inflammations were ſimply con- 
ſequent upon an attenuated Blood and relax 
ed Solids, the common Aſtringents, the 
Cortex and Vitriol, would prove as ſervicea- 
ble in Venereal @pthalmies as others, which 
Experience contradicts. On the contrary, 
Mercury, the greateſt attenuant and diſſol- 
vent, though ſeemingly an improper Medicine 
where Relaxation 1s viſible, and ſpecifically ag 
it were, upon the Acrimony, and removing 
the Cauſe of Irritation, effects a Cure. 


Neither can we ſay that viſcidity of Blood 
always cauſes thoſe Swellings of the Glands

A Man aged Thinty-Five Years, ' had 
ſometime languiſhed undef! the Venereal 
Diſorder. He Was received into the- Hoſ- 
pital with ani obſtinate Opthalmy, Hici 
about the Anus, and ſcaly Eruptions on the 
Legs and Thighs: He complained of his 
Throat, but no Ulcers appeared, the Ton- 
fils were inflamed, and the Uvula. relaxed. 
The Unction had been tried, and a ue 
forced, but in vain; the Imbecillity of the 
Patient prevented its Progreſs, and it Was 
diſcontinued leſt an Atrophy ſhould be 
hazarded., The feeble State of his Body 
demanded a balſamic and gentle Regimen, 
if not to cure at leaſt to paliate, to be ſure 
retard its Progteſs, and aſſiſt Nature till 

ſomething more efficacious might be tried. 
| With this Deſign. he drank daily Two 

Quarts of Milk, and as much of the Sarſa 
Decodtion for the Space of a Fortnight; 
when his Eyes began viſibly to mend. He 
recovered in ſome Degree his Fleſh. The 
Eruptions about the Anus ſtill remained 
without any conſiderable Diſcharge; a 
Circumſtance they were accompanied mk 5 
before.

quors. A dry cold Northerly Air gives a 
greater Spring to the Fibres, which propel 
the Fluids through the minuteſt Ramifica- 
tions. Hence, when the Obſtructions are 
in the Breaſt, ariſe Pleuriſies and Peripneu- 
monies, when in the Eyes Opthalmies. 


In a Word, the different Cauſes of this 
Diſorder ſuggeſt a different Order of Cure. 


Inflammations from a moiſt Temperature, 
may, after gentle Evacuations, be relieved 
by Wine internally and externally; by the 
Bark and aſtringing Medicines. Thoſe 
from exceſſive Heat, by ah antiputreſ- 
cent, by a cooling and ſubacid Diet. 
Thoſe from the Small-Pox and a Stricture 
of the Fibres, ſubmit to Bleeding and Purg- 
ing repeatedly; to Anodynes and a Fotus of 
Poppy Heads.

It may be 
obſerved that Penury of Aliment aggravates 
thoſe Complaints, and that which is too 
high increaſes the Acrimony of the Hu- 
mours.

Women, however robuſt, have not this 
Gluten equally abundant and tenacious;

Hence a Copiouſ- 
neſs of Perſpiration. This may be oneRea- 
ſon why they can endure ſpirituous Liquors 
better and are leſs affected by a Debauch 
than Men; whoſe Pores being cloſer deny 
an Exit to Perſpiration. The Fluids by ſuch 
Liquors become more glutinous ; the Parts 
denſer and the Fibres loſe their Elaſticity. 
Whence Apoplexies between Forty and 
Fifty, not ſo much from fullneſs as is con- 
jectured, but the want of proper Elaſticity 
to propell the Fluids and carry on the Buſi-

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neſs of Life. The ſtrongeſt Bodies for the 


ſame Reaſon are more liable, as Sydenham 
obſerves, to the Gout. 


The Fluids muſt not be altered by violent 
Means which may rupture the Fibres. Pitch, 
or any adheſive Subſtance ought not to be 
pulled away from a Thread of Silk by 
Violence *. Whatever ſoftens, attenuates and 
reſolves, bids faireſt to relieve. And though 
an abſolute Cure cannot be reaſonably ex- 
pected without an Obſervance-of ſome par- 
ticular Diet, yet Extremes muſt be avoided. 
For too ſtrict an Attachment to it may be 
attended with bad Conſequences, 


1 Diet too copious, watery and tepid, 
may occaſion nervous Diſorders by waſhing 
off or thinning this Gluten, and thereby 
rendring the Fibres leſs ſpringy and leſs 
capable, of acting. And violent Purging 
has the ſame Effect from a different Cauſe. 
Aſtringent Subſtances (a ſubſidiary kind of 
Gluten) are preſcribed by Phyſicians as 
Corroborants.

On GuNs HOT Wounps. 


N Fevers, particularly thoſe of a new 
Conſtitution, when Experience has given 


us no Light, it is prudent to wait and ob- 


ſerve the Tendency of Nature. In ſome chirur- 
gical Cafes the ſame Delay and Attention 
are requiſite. But in terrible Gunſhot Wounds 
this Rule muſt be neglected. Nature, in 
other Caſes a proper and ſkillful Guide, 
muſt be truſted no longer. Every Effort 
ſhe makes ' precipitates her own Ruin; and 
in order to get the better of her Enemy, 
ſhe exhauſts herſelf in perpetual Abſceſſes. 
Reaſon therefore, as well as Experience 


Points out the Neceſſity of counteracting her 


by immediate Amputation; the only Means 
to prevent her from having recouſe to that 
dangerous * 


If this Operation be deferred, we know 
that Fever, Abſceſs or Mortification will, 
very quickly ſucceed the Injury; and as in 


this febrile State, while the Blood hurries on 


Furpetuouſly, no Secretions can be regularly 


— made,

made, ſo no Suppuration can come on; or 
Slough be caſt off till the firſt Stage of the 
Piſorder declines. The Separation of the 


Sloughs and the Abſence of the Fever argue 


the Remiſion of the firſt Stage of the Diſ- 
order. To effect which, Bleeding and Eva- 


cuations by lenetive Potions are neceſſary; 
and emollient Cataplaſms and Fomentations 


are preferable to thoſe of the acrid and diſ- 
cutient Kind, which though applied firſt 
with a Deſign to hinder a Gangrene and after- 
wards to rouſe and animate the Parts, have

a Gangrene is naturally apt to ſeize every 


tumified and inflamed Part; inſomuch that 


the Inflammation may be conſidered as the 


mm firſt Stage of it. The firſt good Symptom 

we meet with, is the falling and abatement 
of this Swelling and Inflammation; and to 
procure ſuch Advantages, Lenients extern ally, 
FT as already mentioned, are as neceſſary as 

1 0 Bleeding and Purging. The Fniſrocliaty 


therefore of giving the Bark and other cordial 
Medicines (which may rather tend to form 
Obſtructions and increaſe the Inflammation) 
muſt be manifeſt to every rational Practi- 

$ tioner. 
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tioner. The common Practice of uſing Oil 
of Turpentine to haſten a Separation of mor- 
tified Sloughs is neither agreeable to Reaſon 
nor Experience; fince the Heat it imparts 
muſt extend itſelf, and (as it corrugates the 
Fibres already too tenſe and criſp) precipitates 
that Miſchief, it was e e 
to obviate. 


Though . Cataplaſms are thus 
recommended, yet, if the Tenſion and In- 
flammation be conſiderable, even ſuch do 
much Miſchief by their Weight; which 
the Patient often complains of, and as often 
finds a ſenſible Relief by their Removal. 
Inſtead of which, Embrocations of warm 
Wine and Oil may be employed very ſucceſs- 
fully; and a Roller dipped in the ſame 
Compoſition and wound very looſely round 
the Limb, anſwers every Purpoſe expected 
fram a Cataplaſm, and is an excellent ſub- 
ſtitute. And though Bleeding and Evacua- 
tions are neceſſary in the State of Inflam- 
mation, yet, it will be prudent to examine 
the State of the Patients Blood. For if it 
bas a tenacious and reſiſting Buff, the De- 


traction of it is proper; eſpecially if the 
17 enſion 
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Tenſion continues. But when an inflam- 
matory Hue, accompanied with yellow Ve- 
ſicles, ſtretches on and diſcolours the whole 
Limb, the Blood is ſeldom buffy, and its 
Quality being altered forbids Bleeding; al- 
though the Fever may ſtill rage conſiderably. 
Relief then muſt be ſought from repeated 
Clyſters, which are not thrown: up with a 


Deſign to help off the .indurated Ingeſta 
(for little of that kind can be expected from 


a conſtant Diet of Liquids); but they tend 


to cool the Blood and very often do it ſo 
effectuallyt that when injected i in a febrile Pa- 
roxyſin they take i it quite off. At which Period 
every. Practitioner knows and laments the 
Inefficacy of ſaline Mixtures and the ap- 
= plauded Ni itre. To ſay nothing of the Dif- 
2K ficulty, ſome Patients find in, ſuch a, febrile 
State to retain any Medicine in the Stomach;

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is ? The Stench exhaling from a mortified 
Part being general, change of Colour and 
want of Senſation are indeterminate Marks 
to guide us. Since Parts dead to all Ap- 
pearance ſometimes ſuddenly and unexpect- 
edly revive; and therefore the Practice of 
the beſt Surgeons is not, . I believe, to ſcar- 
rify till the Mortification ceaſes to advance; 
probably from the Dread of ſome future In- 
flammation; from an unwillingneſs to 
foreſtall the more certain Operations of 
Nature; from the Difficulty of determining 
ho far the! Seeds of the Gangrene have ſpread; 
and from an uncertainty of ſeparating exactly 
the dead Parts from thoſe that are dying, 
ſo as to give no Pain, or of knowing what 
Parts, if left untouched, might revive again. 


As Inciſions are improper, ſo is ſqueezing 
or compreſſing the Parts. The Expreflion 
of crude Humours is of ſmall Import, be- 
cauſe a Supply immediately ſucceeds, and 
in a larger Quantity perhaps from Compreſ- 
ſion; which is a kind of Contuſion. Nei- 
ther ſhould concocted Humours, which are 
mild, balſamic and healing, be ſqueezed 
out. Mr. Sharp cautions againſt even wiping

Wounds too curiouſly, when in a State of 
Digeſtion. The ſame readineſs to divide the 

Perioſteum and uncover the Bone is ſcarce 
allowable. For the Perioſteum is a very 
compact Membrane, attached to the Bone 

by an Infinity of Filaments, Blood Veſſels 

and Nerves, which give it an exquiſite Sen- 
fibility. By means of thoſe Veſſels the 

Bones receive their Nouriſhment and Growth; 

the Juices being prepared and ſeparated 

from the Blood by the Perioſteum (which 

may be conſidered as an Organ deſtined 

to this Purpoſe) are carried and depoſited 

into the Subſtance of the Bones, whence 

they acquire perfectly their Conſiſtence. 

It is partly from thoſe Fluids that fractured 

Bones are re- united, and in an entire Exfo- 

| liation of a Bone, they tend to ſupply its 

= place, forming in Time a Subſtance as 

haed as the Bone .

Integuments, under the Cover of 
a thick Fungus, produce an Adheſion. For

|" Yar Miller, of. his Maieſty' $ From Bel- 
uiii, had in March 1765 his Tibia frac- 
tured. Four Inches of the Bone came 
through the Wound, three of which were 
totally deprived of the Perigſteum. The 
Wound was dilated and the Bone bend | 
but could not be kept exactly in its Situation. 
The Application was à Poultice of Bread 
and Milk, and the Regimen ſuited to the 
Demands of Nature. A large Fungus began 
ſoon to riſe from the upper Part of the Bone 
en the Perigſteum adhered, and continyed 
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3 and the Bark, that he may be

to advance by little and little till the whole 


Portion of the Tibia was covered. This 


Fungus, at firſt lay looſe upon the Bone, 
but at laſt adhered to it.

enabled to undergo the Diſcharge attending 
the ſecond Stage of the Diſorder. It were 
happy if this End could be always obtained. 
But the Miſchief does not reſt here. From 
the Abſorption of the Matter, a new Fever 
is kindled, and of a different Kind from the 
firſt. We have here an obſtinate Diarrhea, 
which in the inflammatory Fever we had 
not. The whole Maſs, however healthy 
before, becomes diſeaſed ; the Blood looſe 
and diſſolved, the Solids are>, waſted, and 
fromthe ill Condition of the Juices, Vomitings 
are excited, and the Patient grows daily 
more weak and exhauſted. And notwith- 
ſtanding the preſent ſuppoſed Perfection of 
Phyſic, no Medicine or Proceſs employed in 
our Hoſpital, (and many were employed) 
proved efficacious enough to ſuppreſs thoſe 
porraceous Vomitings and Diarrbæa in the 
ſuppurative State, which almoſt always prov- 
ed fatal. Pretty certain it is too, that they 
cannot be ſuppreſſed while the ſame Cauſe 
ſtill continues; bad Juices, which falling 
upon the Stomach and Inteſtines put Nature 
upon the Effort of expelling them by the 
uſual means, Vomiting and Purging. The 
ſame may be ſaid of a fixed Pain of the, 


oppolite® 
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oppoſite Side, which ſeized every unhappy 
ſofferer that died. To remedy which; the 
' whole Tribe of Medicine was tried without 
effect. The Pain was excruciating;' and 
the Pulſe exceedingly rapid, vibrating 
ſtrongly even upon ſtrong Preſſure. The 
Blood drawn off was not, however, buffy, 
as might have been expected from a con- 
tinuance of the Fever, which is wont to 
work up a conſiderable Buff and increaſe 
its Tenacity, as we ſee daily in the Pleuriſy 
and other inflammatory Diſorders; neither 
was it broken, but of a vermilion Colour, 
and of a texture ſo ſtrongly cohering as

The good Effects ef NMoſcb, EY 
Salt of Amber and Opium, have beew often 
_ viſible in ſpaſmodic Contractions and violent 
Pain of the Stump after Amputations, but 
never proved ſerviceable (as far as I have ob- 
ſerved) in this convulſive Pain of the Side, 
the locked Jaw and Opiſbotinos. Thoſe 
Convulſions, from whatever Cauſe arifing, 
do not immediately follow the Injury; but 
-——— manifeſting themſelves i the ſtate | 
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of Suppuration, and ſometimes even when 
the Cure is advanced, and the Patient ſeems 
in all other Reſpects likely to do well, may 
be an Objection to the Operation. And 
what is ſtill wonderful, are not attendant on 
violent Fractures and Contuſions of the 
large Bones only. The Maſter of the Ship 
who died with thoſe Convulſions from a 
fractured Finger, taken Notice of by Hip- 
pocrates in his Fifth Book of E pidemicks, is 
a en Inſtance to 1 contrary. | 


The Preference og by many, to Am- 
pytation in the State of Suppuration has been, 
perhaps from obſerving that Patients ema- 
ciated from other Cauſes and by other Diſ- 
orders bear' the Operation beſt in their 
weak and exhauſted ſtate, and recover. But 
the Reaſon J apprehend is, that the Pro- 
greſs of Emaciation in ſuch Bodies is ſlow; 
the Blood before healthy, is impoveriſhed gra- 
dually, without any conſiderable ill Quality; 
the contrary of which happens in Gunſhot 
Wounds, the Emaciation being ſudden from 
a violent Fever * a more violent 1 
puration.

- Theſe Obſervations may ſerve to point 
out the Expediency of amputating imme- 
diately, That is to ſay, when the Wounds 
are very large near the Joints, and the Bones 
much ſhivered. And it ought to be remem- 
bered, that if large Dilatations are not made 
before the Tenſion and Inflammation come 
on, (the Tenſion and Inflammation forbid- 
ing Dilatations for the ſame Reaſon that 
Amputation under thoſe Circumſtances is 
improper) large Abſceſſes muſt enſue, and 
forming between the Muſcles, will not 
arrive at any proper external Point till they 
have made conſiderable Inſinuations, and 
extended themſelves widely and deeply; ; 
which when opened, have this particular 
Circumſtance attending, not obſerved I be- 
leve in other Cauſes, that, however profuſe
